All  the  nurses  hold  certificates  of  training,  and,  in  addition. 
Nurse  Evans  is  qualified  as  a sanitary  inspector  and  Nurses 
Hewlett  and  Lloyd  have  the  certificate  of  the  Central  Midwives 
Board. 
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'Nurse  Hewlett  does  the  orthopaedic  work  of  both  the  Edu- 
cation Committee  and  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee, 
and  also  the  infant  welfare  work  at  Cwmaman  and  Godreaman. 

CO-ORDINATION. 

Infant  and  Child  Welfare. 

Dr.  Blanchette  Thomas,  Nurse  Hewlett  and  myself  are 
engaged  in  both  school  medical  and  infant  welfare  work,  but 
the  other  members  of  the  medical  staff  confine  themselves  to 
the  work  of  the  Education  Authority. 

The  Care  of  Debilitated  Children  under  School  age. 

For  information  with  regard  to  children  under  school  age 
the  reader  is  referred  to  that  portion  of  my  report  to  the  Council 
dealing  with  infant  welfare,  but  it  should  be  stated  that  over 
50%  of  children  in  the  age  groups  3—4  and  4—5  attend  school. 

SCHOOL  BUILDINGS  AND  PLAYGROUNDS. 

Open-Air  School. — Seven  stoves,  together  with  pipes,  were 
fixed  to  replace  the  old  ones  whirh  were  beyond  repair.  The 
folding  partitions  were  overhauled  and  the  doors  and  windows 
of  the  resting  shed  were  repaired. 

Gadlys  Girls’  Central  SchOOl.^ — A portion  of  the  external 
wall  of  the  Cookery  Department  was  treated  with  a damp-proof 
composition  to  eliminate  dampness. 

Cwindare  Mixed  School. — The  W.C.  troughs,  which  were 
were  leaking,  were  attended  to. 

Hirwaun  Girls’  School. — New  stove  pipes  were  fixed  to 
replace  old  ones  which  had  perished. 

School. — The  heating  of  the  science  room 
an  a joining  classroom  was  improved  by  inserting  pipes  direct 
rom  the  hot  water  main  to  these  classrooms.  Three  new  grates 
were  provided  to  replace  the  old  ones. 
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Abcraman  Infants’  School. — A new  stove  was  fixed  to 
replace  the  old  one  which  had  perished. 

Ynysiwyd  Central  School.— The  heating  of  two  classrooms 
was  improved  by  alterations  to  the  main  circuit  pipes. 

Aberaman  Boys’  School. — Two  new  stoves  were  fixed  to 
replace  old  ones  which  had  perished. 

Capcoch  Infants’  School. — The  heating  of  one  classroom 
was  improved  by  means  of  repairs  carried  out  to  the  circuit. 

Capcoch  Girls’  School. — A new  automatic  flushing  tank  was 
fixed  to  replace  the  old  one  which  was  beyond  repair. 

Cwmaman  Girls’  School. — The  playground  was  relaid  with 
tarmacadam,  and  five  new  fire  grates  were  fixed  to  replace  the 
old  ones. 

Park  Boys’  School. — The  lavatory  roof  was  renewed,  and 
ten  new  door  frames  were  fixed. 

Town  Council  Girls’  School. — A new  staff  lavatory  was 
provided. 

Blaengwawr  Boys’  School. — The  eavesgutters  were  renewed. 

Blaengwawr  Girls’  School. — The  eavesgutters  were  renewed, 
and  the  classroom  floors  were  relaid  with  flooring  boards. 

Blaengwawr  Infants’  School— The  eavesgutters  were 
renewed,  and  the  classroom  floors  were  relaid  with  flooring  boards. 

Hirwaun  Cookery  Room.— A new  double  oven  range  was 
fixed  to  replace  the  old  one  which  had  gone  beyond  repair.

NURSERY  CLASSES. 

Nursery  classes  are  in  operation  at  the  Park,  Capcoch,  Town, 
Council  and  Cwmaman  Infants’  Schools. 


MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 


The  preliminary  arrangements  for  medical  inspection  are 
made  by  Mr.  Botting,  the  Director  of  Education,  who  sends  a 
circular  letter  to  all  the  schools  three  times  a year  informing 
the  head  teacher  that  a particular  age  group  will  be  examined 
in  the  course  of  a few  weeks,  and  that  the  teachers  are  expected 
to  give  the  medical  officer  facilities  for  carrying  out  this  work. 
The  School  Medical  Officer  subsequently  informs  the  teachers 
as  to  the  precise  date  of  the  inspection,  and  notices  are  sent  out 
by  the  teachers  to  the  parents  of  the  children  who  are  to  be 
examined.  The  parents  are  informed  that  they  may  attend  the 
inspection,  and  the  approximate  time  at  which  their  child  will 
be  examined  is  given.  The  work  is  generally  done  in  the  head 
teacher’s  room,  but  if  there  is  no  such  room,  in  a classroom. 

If  any  defect  is  found,  the  parent,  if  present,  is  informed 
at  the  time  of  inspection.  The  inspection  cards  are  brought 
into  the  office,  and  the  defects  found  are  entered  on  "following- 
up”  cards,  which  are  given  to  the  nurse,  who  calls  on  the  parents 
and  informs  the  mother  or  guardian  of  the  child  that  medical 
attention  is  required. 

The  undermentioned  groups  of  children  were  medically 
examined  in  the  course  of  the  year  ; — 

(1)  Entrants,  or  those  admitted  into  school  since  the  pre- 
vious routine  examination; 

(2)  Second  age  group,  or  those  between  8 and  9 years  of  age; 

(3)  Third  age  group,  or  those  who  had  reached  the  age  of  1 2 
years  and  had  not  been  previously  examined  =ince  attain- 
ing that  age; 

(4)  Specials,  coTisisting  of  all  those  children  who  in  the 
opinion  of  the  medical  officers,  teachers,  parents  or 
attendance  officers  required  medical  e.xamination; 

The  schedule  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Education  for 
medical  inspection  was  used  for  all  cases.

During  the  year  the  homes  of  1,278  children  were  visited 
once,  of  2,756  children  twice,  of  960  children  three  times,  and  of 
337  children  four  times. 

The  total  number  of  children  “followed-up”  was  5,331,  the 
total  number  of  diseases  and  defects  was  9,434  and  the  number 
of  visits  made  was  11,018.

NURSES’  SCHOOL  VISITS. 

During  the  year  all  the  school  departments  were  visited  once, 
eighteen  twice,  twenty-five  three  times,  two  four  times  and  two 
five  times.  The  number  of  children  examined  was  five  thousand, 
seven  hundred  and  forty  two,  and  of  these  four  hundred  and  thirty- 
three  were  found  to  be  in  need  of  attention.  In  addition  to  cases 
of  uncleanliness  and  pediculosis,  the  following  were  discovered 
by  the  nurses  : skin  disease — thirty-nine  cases,  external  eye 

disease — tw'enty-one,  otitis-media — thirteen,  defective  vision 

and  squint — thirty-nine,  and  other  diseases  and  defects — 

twenty-three. 


MALNUTRITION. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  2,083  children  receiving 
milk  and  biscuits  free  in  the  schools,  and  1,266  were  paying  for 
milk.  The  number  of  free  meals  given  was  929,884,  and  the 
number  of  other  meals  was  247,096.  The  cost  of  the  free  meals 
was  £2,320  6s.  Od.,  and  the  average  cost  per  meal  was  .59  of  a 


penny. 
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During  the  year  318  children  were  added  to  the  free  list,  and 
a survey  of  all  the  schools  in  the  area  with  regard  to  nutrition  was 
made  in  December.  In  addition,  900  bottles  of  cod  liver  oil  were 
given  to  children  suffering  from  debility  and  bronchial  catarrh. 

The  state  of  a child’s  nutrition  is  classified  under  one  of  the 
following  heads  : excellent,  normal,  slightly  subnormal  and  bad. 

For  purposes  of  comparison  the  findings  of  other  education 
authorities  are  subjoined,  together  with  a table  compiled  by  the 
Board  of  Education  dealing  with  the  nutrition  of  the  school 
population  of  England  and  Wales.

OPEN  AIR  SCHOOL. 


During  the  year  fifty-five  children  left  the  school  and 
forty-eight  were  admitted. 

Of  the  fifty-five  children  who  ’eft,  twenty-three  who  when 
admitted  were  suffering  from  the  following  disorders  in  the 
numbers  indicated,  were  cured  ; anaemia — l,bronchal  catarrh 

2,  ner\  ous  debility— 3,  general  debility— 14,  abdominal  tubercu- 
losis-1, scoliosis — 1,  bronchitis — 3 . 

Twenty-two  children  who  when  admitted  were  suffering  from 
the  following  disorders  in  the  numbers  indicated  were  very  much 
improved  : bronchial  catarrh— 2,  nervous  debility— 5,  general 
debility — 9,  post  choreic  debility — 2,  scoliosis — 1,  cardiac  disease —

The  following  are  the  particulars  of  the  ten  remaining 
children  ; — 

One  case  suffering  from  enlarged  cervical  glands  was  trans- 
ferred to  a sanatorium,  a case  of  tuberculous  knee  was  excluded 
for  further  treatment  by  the  Welsh  National  Memorial  Association, 
and  a case  of  abdominal  tuberculosis,  which  was  very  much 
improved  and  showed  no  symptoms,  was  discharged  at  the  request 
of  the  parents 

Three  cases  of  debility  and  one  case  of  mitral  regurgitation 
failed  to  attend. 

One  case  of  nervous  debility  refused  to  attend,  and  a case  of 
bronchial  catarrh  was  admitted  to  the  Penrhiwtyn  Hospital, 
Neath,  for  treatment.  One  boy,  Myrddin  Davies,  suffering  from 
bronchial  catarrh  was  transferred  to  the  mental  defective  depart- 
ment. 

Two  boys,  John  Bosher  Jeffries  and  Gwynfryn  Evans,  were 
examined  for  mental  deficiency  and  diagnosed  as  dull  or  backward. 
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John  Strong,  Rowena  Bibby  and  Iris  Bennett  are  under 
treatment  by  means  of  special  exercises  for  the  cure  of  incipient 
scoliosis.

ORTHOPAEDIC  TREATMENT. 

Treatment  is  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  Berry  Haycraft, 
of  the  Prince  of  Wales’  Hospital,  Cardiff,  who  visits  Aberdare 
when  required  to  examine  any  children  found  at  the  School  CHnic 
suffering  from  crippling  defects. 

Children  in  need  of  operative  treatment  are  sent  to  the  Prince 
of  Wales’  Hospital,  whilst  for  the  others  suitable  surgical 
apphances  are  prescribed. 

Occasionally  parents  send  their  children  to  the  Aberdare 
General  Hospital,  but  such  treatment  is  not  included  in  the 
Committee’s  scheme  as  approved  by  the  Board  of  Education, 
and  no  payment  is  made  for  these  services  by  the  Authority. 

Mr.  Haycraft  examined  58  new  cases  and  re-examined  61  old

DENTAL  CLINIC. 

The  resolution  of  the  Education  Committee  is  to  the  effect 
that  children  between  five  and  ten  years  are  to  be  inspected  and 

treated.  However,  any  child  complaining  of  toothache  is 
attended  to. 
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It  has  been  several  times  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Com- 
mittee that  the  part-time  services  of  our  dental  surgeon  are  quite 
inadequate,  and  about  two  years  ago  a resolution  was  adopted 
that  the  service  of  two  dental  surgeons  was  necessary.  How- 
ever, their  appointment  was  deferred  until  the  completion  of  the 
new  clinic,  an  event  which  will  not  be  long  delayed  .

OPERATIVE  TREATMENT  OF  ENLARGED  TONSILS  AND 

ADENOIDS. 


This  work  is  done  at  the  General  Hospital  by  Dr.  Harry 
! Banks,  and  for  particulars  the  reader  is  referred  to  table  iv.,  group 
3,  at  the  end  of  this  report.  During  1937  one  hundred  and  forty 
children  were  operated  on  under  the  Authority’s  scheme. 


r» 
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The  148  cases  operated  on  in  1936  for  enlarged  tonsils  andd 
adenoids  were  investigated  after  an  int^al  of  not  less  than  a year. 
Of  the  107  who  were  examined,  the  result  was  quite  satisfactory 
in  99  cases.  The  remaining  8 were  somewhat  improved,  but 
.showed  such  conditions  as  chronic  catarrh,  mouth  breathing  and 
enlargement  of  the  cervical  glands. 

Of  31  cases  who  suffered  from  a slight  defect  of  hearing  before 
operation,  27  were  cured. 

Two  suffered  from  otorrhoea  and  were  cured. 

Forty-one  cases  were  not  examined  ; some  of  them  had  left 
the  district  ; some  had  left  school  and  were  working,  and  a few 
were  ill  at  the  time  of  the  investigation.  However,  the  nurses 
found  out  that  30  were  very  much  improved,  2 were  not  improved 
and  one  case  had  died. 

OTORRHOEA. 

The  number  of  cases  treated  at  the  Ear  Clinic  was  82,  and  of 
these  62  were  cured.  Nine  attended  very  badly,  and  a cure  could 
not  be  expected.  Of  the  82  patients,  13  were  under  3 years  of  i 
age  and  were  referred  from  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre.  A few 
cases  have  recently  been  treated  by  means  of  aminobenzenesu- 
Iphonamide,  four  or  five  drops  of  Crooke’s  preparation,  sulpha- 
nilamide  spray,  being  instilled  into  the  ear. 

Three  cases  were  referred  for  hospital  treatment. 

BLIND,  DEAF,  DEFECTIVE  AND  EPILEPTIC  CHILDREN. 

On  the  occasion  of  each  visit  to  a school  department  the 
medical  inspector  enquires  of  the  head  teacher  if  he  has  any 
children  in  the  above  category  to  be  examined.  If  there  are  any, 
their  names  and  addresses  are  taken,  and  subsequently  they  aie 
examined  at  the  school  clinic,  the  suspected  mental  defectives 
being  examined  by  means  of  the  Binet-Simon  tests  (Dr.  E.  0. 
Lewis’s  revision).  Eye  cases  are  sent  to  Bridgend,  and  cases  of 
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deafness  to  the  Swansea  Special  School.  It  should,  however,  be 
stated  that  some  parents  take  a great  deal  of  persuasion  to  agree 
to  their  children  being  sent  from  home,  and  some  absolutely 
refuse  their  permission. 

CO-OPERATION  OF  SCHOOL  ATTENDANCE  OFFICERS. 

The  attendance  officers  are  often  helpful  in  getting  the 
children  of  negligent  parents  to  attend  the  Chnic,  and  they  give 
valuable  services  in  the  cutting  and  distribution  of  leather  for  the 
repair  of  the  boots  and  shoes  of  necessitous  children. 

CO-OPERATION  OF  TEACHERS. 

The  teachers  fill  in  the  non-medical  details  required  on  the 
medical  schedules  of  the  routine  inspections,  and  their  services 
in  connection  with  school  meals  are  very  valuable. 

CO-OPERATION  WITH  THE  WELSH  NATIONAL  MEMORIAL 
ASSOCIATION  FOR  THE  TREATMENT 
OF  TUBERCULOSIS. 

All  cases  that  we  suspect  to  be  suffering  from  tuberculosis 
are  sent  to  the  physician  of  the  above  Association  for  his  opinion, 
and  children  who  have  attended  sanatoria  are  admitted  to  the 
Open  Air  School  on  his  recommendation.  Active  Tuberculosis 
is  not  admitted,  and  the  children  he  recommends  are  those  who 
can  attend  without  any  danger  of  infecting  other  children. 

CO-OPERATION  OF  PARENTS. 

With  regard  to  the  routine  inspections,  parents  co-operate 
fairly  well,  for  about  80  per  cent  attend  the  inspection  of  entrants 
and  intermediates  and  about  65  per  cent  the  inspection  of  leavers. 
The  different  clinics  are,  owing  to  the  co-operation  of  the  parents, 
well  attended,  especially  the  dental  one. 
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RESIDENTIAL  SUMMER  SCHOOLS  AND  CAMPS. 

Sixty-six  boys  and  forty-four  girls  attended  the  Pendine 
Camp,  Carmarthenshire,  for  a fortnight  last  summer.  The 
following  authorities  are  interested  in  this  camp  ; The  Counties  of 
Brecon,  Carmarthen,  Glamorgan  and  Monmouth,  the  Municipal 
Borough  of  Llanelly  and  the  Urban  Districts  of  Rhondda, 
Aberdare,  Pontypridd,  Abertillery  and  Ebbw  Vale. 

The  National  Council  of  Social  Service  provided  accommo- 
dation from  January  19th  to  February  9th  for  thirtyTour 
boys  and  thirty-four  girls  at  the  Rhoose  and  Pembrey  Winter 
Residential  Schools  respectively. 

During  the  summer  the  Council  received  three  hundred  and 
sixty-four  boys  at  the  Ogmore  Camp  and  three  hundred  and- 
sixty-four  girls  at  the  Rhoose  and  Barry  Camps. 

The  children  were  selected  by  me  after  a full  investigation  of 
their  circumstances  by  Mr.  Botting  and  the  teachers. 

SWIMMING. 

Last  summer  2,359  visits  were  made  by  children  to  the 
Aberaman  bath,  and  2,066  to  the  Park  Bath.  There  is  a filtration 
plant  at  both  places.  The  teachers  act  as  instructors,  and  the 
bath  attendant  at  the  Park  bath  is  partially  paid  by  the  Education 
Committee  in  consideration  of  the  instruction  he  gives. 

EMPLOYMENT  OF  CHILDREN  AND  YOUNG  PERSONS. 

There  were  no  prosecutions  last  year  under  our  bye-laws. 

DEFECTS  OF  SPEECH. 

Last  year  conjointly  with  Mountain  Ash  and  Pontypridd  the 
question  of  speech  defects  was  considered,  and,  as  a preliminary 
step,  it  was  decided  to  ascertain  roughly  the  number  of  cliildren 
in  need  of  treatment.  It  was  found  there  were  117  children  at 
Aberdare,  90  at  Pontypridd  and  147  at  Mountain  Ash  who 
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showed  some  degree  of  abnormality  of  speech,  and 
in  consultation  with  the  speech  therapist,  it  was  agreed  that 
defects  of  187  children  were  such  as  to  need  treatment 
Pontypridd  there  were  38  and  all  were  stammerers  , at  Aberdare 
63,  of  whom  48  were  stammerers  ; at  Mountain  Ash  86,  of  whom 


50  were  stammerers. 

A sub-committee  composed  of  members  of  the  Aberdare 
Mountain  Ash  and  Pontypridd  Education  Authorities  considered 
■a  report  by  Miss  Kathleen  E.  Jones,  the  speech  therapist,  on  the 
matter  and  recommended  as  follows  : 


1— That  a speech  therapist  be  appointed  jointly  by  the  three 
authorities  for  12  months. 

r? That  the  services  of  Miss  Kathleen  E.  Jones  be  secured. 

3 —That  the  time  of  the  speech  therapist  be  equally  divided 
among  the  three  authorities,  and  that  one-third  of  the 
total  cost  be  defrayed  by  each  authority. 


4 That  the  sanction  of  the  Board  be  obtained.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members 
Aberdare  Education  Committee. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  Council  for  National  Fitness  has  been  established  and 
is  supported  in  its  campaign  by  every  association  concerned  with 
the  Physical  and  social  welfare  of  our  people.  Progress  will  be  slow 
because  there  is  much  to  be  done  in  organisation,  improving  the 
inadequate  supply  of  indoor  and  outdoor  facilities  for  games  and 
exercise  and  in  finding  and  training  suitable  leaders  to  undertake 
the  work.  Obviously  much  of  the  work  will  be  taken  in  the 
evenings,  particularly  where  the  people  concerned  are  working  in 
the  day  time,  but  I think  every  effort  should  be  made  to  establish 
as  many  day  classes  as  possible,  and  to  take  them  in  the  open  air 
when  conditions  permit.  One  of  the  ultimate  aims  of  this 
national  movement  should  be  to  encourage  more  people  to  take 
part  in  open-air  activities  and  the  establishment  of  open-air 
classes  should  do  much  to  assist. 

More  playing  fields  will  be  required,  but  as  I have  mentioned 
in  other  reports  they  must  be  enclosed  and  supervised.  Many  of 
the  youth  associations  and  clubs  will  need  playing  pitches,  and 
it  is  obvious  that  each  cannot  have  its  own  field.  If,  however, 
one  or  two  fields  were  enclosed  and  properly  supervised  a definate 
time  table  could  be  drawn  up  and  each  association  would  be 
allocated  certain  days  and  times  during  the  week.  The  building 
of  a hall  or  gymnasium  on  these  fields  would  be  a very  valuable 
addition.  We  should  then  have  self-contained  fitness  centres 
available  for  night  and  day  activities.  These  could  be  shared  by 
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the  school  children  during  school  hours.  Such  a scheme  might 
lirst  appear  to  be  rather  an  ambitious  one,  but  it  must  be  re- 
membered that  if  enclosed  and  supervised  fields  are  provided, 
some  form  of  a building  is  absolutely  essential.  Young  people 
attending  would  require  dressing  rooms,  shower  baths  and  she  er 
from  inclement  weather,  and  in  addition  storage  wou  e 
necessary  for  apparatus  and  the  usual  playing  field  implements. 


Accommodation  for  indoor  physical  training  in  this  area  is 
somewhat  limfied.  Very  few  schools  have  halls  and  most  of 
these  are  small.  The  problem  of  shower  baths,  storage  of  appara- 
tus and  dressing  rooms  would  have  to  be  considered.  It  appears, 
therefore,  that  buildings  other  than  schools  must  be  found.  A 
survey  of  existing  conditions  is  very  desirable  before  contempla- 
ting the  formation  of  classes. 


It  is  vitally  important  that  something  should  be  done  to 
stimulate  our  youth  to  take  interest  in  something  other  than 
excitement  and  pleasure,  which  lead  to  stagnation  of  mind  and 
body.  Our  efforts  in  this  new  movement  should  not  be  merely 
physical.  There  should  be  co-education  of  mind  and  body.  The 
Greeks  were  aware  of  the  value  of  such  training  two  thousand 
years  ago.  The  cultivation  of  beautiful  bodies  found  expression 
in  beautiful  arts  and  crafts  which  were  admired  all  over  the  world 

to-day. 

2.  Playgrounds. 

Playgrounds  on  the  whole  are  satisfactory.  The  Cwmaman 
boys’  playground  as  mentioned  in  previous  reports  is  a fairly  large 
one,  but  owing  to  the  extremely  bad  slope  only  a portion  can  be 
used  with  safety.  Hirwaun,  one  of  the  largest,  has  a particularly 
bad  surface  and  is  dangerous  for  any  real  activity.  Park  boys 
also  has  a bad  slope  and  is  far  too  small  for  a school  of  its 


size.

3.  Shoes. 

The  provision  of  shoes  has  done  much  to  improve  the  work 
in  the  schools  concerned.  Only  Central,  Senior  and  a few  junior 
schools  were  provided  for.  A new  supply  is  very  necessary,  first 
to  supplement  the  supply  to  schools  already  partly  provided  for, 
and  secondly  to  supply  those  schools  which  have  no  shoes  a 
present.  In  the  Senior  and  Central  schools  there  is  not  such  a 
desparety  in  sizes.  A pair  of  shoes  in  these  schools  is  usually 
shared  by  two  or  three  boys — and  practically  all  boys  are  provided 
for.  The  system  is  not  hygenically  sound,  it  is  a matter  of 
economy.  In  the  junior  schools  this  system  cannot  be  carried  out 
to  the  same  degree.  The  proportion  required  by  Junior  schools 
to  accommodate  all  boys  is  very  much  higher.  As  previously 
stated  only  a few  junior  schools  have  been  supplied  (with  a very 
limited  number  of  pairs),  so  that  in  these  schools  no  children  below 
Standard  4 have  an  oppoortunity  of  wearing  them.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  Committee  will  make  a further  grant  for  shoes.  The 
shoes  with  care  will  last  18  months  to  2 years.  A re-shuffling 
of  sizes  is  necessary  after  a few  months  owing  to  the  fact  that  boys 
grow  out  of  them. 

4.  Playing  Fields. 

I have  explained  in  paragraph  one  what  is  required  to  make 
our  playing  fields  really  useable.  They  must  be  enclosed,  super- 
vised and  the  pitches  kept  in  playable  condition.  The  Schools 
Football  and  Cricket  Leagues  play  their  games  under  very  bad 
ground  conditions.  These  Leagues  could  hardly  exist  if  it  were 
not  for  the  Aberdare  Stadium  and  the  Aberaman  Welfare  Commi- 
ttees who  allow  us  to  use  their  grounds  for  inter-town  matches. 
The  Hirwauh  Welfare  Committee  also  will  always  lend  their 
ground  for  trial  or  inter-school  matches.  Boys  in  this  area  have  ; 
become  keen  on  cricket  and  it  is  rather  discouraging  when  they  : 
go  to  a field  for  organised  games  to  find  the  pitches  so  bad  that  ' 
serious  cricket  is  practically  impossible.  Cwmbach  Senior  School  . 


has  benefited  by  the  re-making  of  the  recreation  ground.  The 
school  uses  this  ground  regularly,  but  it  is  rather  a pity  that  play 
is  allowed  on  this  ground  under  any  conditions.  The  pitch  is 
already  badly  effected.  The  Cow  Field  is  used  by  the  Mardy 
School  but  it  is  very  worn  is  places  and  re-making  of  pitches  is 
necessary.  I would  suggest  that  the  swings  ,etc.,  be  taken  down 
and  placed  in  the  corner  of  the  field.  This  would  give  very  much 
more  playing  space.  The  Garth  Field  can  be  ruled  out  owing  to 
flooding.  This  field  was  used  fairly  regularly  by  Blaengwawr 
and  Ynyslwyd  Schools.  These  two  schools  could  use  the  Cow 
Field  if  it  were  re-conditioned.  Once  again  I would  earnestly  ask 
the  Education  Committee  to  give  the  matter  of  playing  fields 
their  early  consideration. 

5.  Physical  Training  Demonstration. 

A Physical  Training  afternoon  was  held  in  June.  All 
types  of  activities  were  demonstrated  including  Physical  Training, 
Swimming,  Hand  Drill,  Country  Dancing,  Infant  work  and  massed 
marching.  A thousand  children  took  part  and  although  the  day 
was  rather  cold,  the  display  was  very  successful. 

6.  Swimming. 

All  schools  with  the  exception  of  Hirwaun  and  Llwydcoed 
attended  for  swimming  instruction.  Arrangements  have  now  been 
made  for  these  two  schools  to  attend  this  year.  Instruction  is 
carried  out  over  a period  of  eight  weeks,  each  class  attending  for 
one  half  hour  weekly. 

The  Season  was  not  nearly  so  good  as  in  1936.  For  the 
first  two  weeks  the  weather  was  cold  and  quite  unsuitable  for 
for  beginners.  The  children  could  only  stay  in  the  water  for  a few 
minutes.  Consequently  instruction  was  very  limited.  Instru- 
ction too  has  to  be  frequently  cancelled  owing  to  bad  weather. 


One  must  come  to  the  conclusion  that  an  enclosed  heated 
bath  would  be  a great  advantage  in  this  district  where  the  weather 
is  so  uncertain. 

Certificates  were  given  to  children  who  could  swim  a 
minimum  distance  of  10  yards.  In  alt  103  were  issued.  This 
was  considerably  less  than  the  previous  year.  There  were  two 
reasons  for  this  ; firsfly  because  of  the  weather  and  secondlj'^  the 
standard  of  swimming  at  the  tests  was  raised,  good  style  being 
insisted  on. 

7.  Schools  Athletic  Association. 

The  Schools  Soccer  and  Cricket  Leagues  continue  to  flourish 
but  cricket  is  greatly  handicapped  by  lack  of  good  pitches.  Part 
of  the  proceeds  of  the  Physical  Display  was  given  to  the  Association 
but  it  still  suffers  from  lack  of  funds.  A large  amount  of  time  is 
given  up  by  the  teachers  in  charge  of  the  various  teams.  A word 
of  praise  is  due  to  the  Secretary  and  Officials  of  the  Association  for 
their  excellent  work  in  providing  games  for  the  boys  in  the  evenings 
and  on  Saturday  mornings. 

The  return  Cricket  Match,  London  Boys  versus  the  Welsh 
Boys  was  played  at  Lords  in  September.  An  Abernant 
boy,  Randall  Davies,  attending  the  Aberdare  County  School 
made  Cricket  history  by  scoring  65  not  out,  a feat  worthy  of  our 
very  highest  praise. 

8.  Games  Grant. 

With  the  games  grant  all  schools  were  provided  with  some 
of  the  apparatus  needed  for  Physical  Training  and  Games  lessons. 

I should  like  to  point  out  again  that  storage  for  this  material 
is  in  most  schools  unsatisfactory.  A large  box  or  basket  is  needed 
which  can  be  kept  in  a central  position  convenient  for  all  classes. 
The  system  of  keeping  it  in,  or  on  the  top  of  odd  cupboards, 
results  in  waste  of  time  in  finding  it  when  required,  and  further- 


more,  if  kept  in  a central  position  it  can  be  kept  in  much  better* 
condition. 

9.  Conclusion. 

One  great  handicap  to  the  work  particularly  with  older 
boys  in  Central  and  Senior  Schools  is  the  wearing  of  long  trousers, 
which  are  often  too  small  and  retard  the  boys  in  their  movements. 
In  one  mixed  Central  School  shorts  have  been  made.  These  are 
proving  a great  boon  to  the  boys.  The  question  of  supplying 
clothing  for  Physical  Training  lessons  should  be  considered. 
Efficiency  in  the  work  is  largely  influenced  by  the  type  of  clothing 
worn.  Physically  I think  the  boys  are  fairly  good  ; but  there 
appears  to  be  a tendency  on  the  part  of  some  to  slouch  along  in 
the  streets.  This  is  probably  typical  of  an  age  where  walking 
appears  to  be  a lost  art.  It  would  probably  be  of  very  great 
benefit  if  in  fine  weather  every  boy  had  a mile  to  walk  to  school. 
One  sees  in  the  schools  a number  of  boys  who  are  rather  listless. 
Some  of  this  is  due  to  improper  feeding,  but  I feel  sure  that 
lack  of  sleep  accounts  for  much. 

Facilities  for  indoor  work  in  wet  weather  are  very  limited. 
^’ery  few  schools  have  suitable  halls.  In  this  National  Fitness 
Campaign  we  should  start  with  the  Elementary  Schools.  Give 
them  better  conditions  for  Physical  Training  and  Games,  and  a 
more  thorough  teaching  of  hygiene  (academic  demands  at  present 
will  but  permit  of  this),  so  that  when  they  leave  school  they  are 
“health  conscious”,  then  we  should  probably  not  have  to  worry 
about  their  physique  in  the  years  to  come.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Education  Committee 

(Aberdare). 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  year  1937  will  stand  out  as  a landmark  in  the  history 
of  Physical  Education,  owing  to  the  advent  of  the  Government’s 
White  Paper  on  Physical  Training  and  Recreation  in  January, 
the  Physical  Training  and  Recreation  Act  of  July,  and  the 
formation  of  the  National  Advisory  Council  for  Physical  Training 
and  Recreation.  Apart  from  the  concrete  suggestions  and  offers 
of  help  made  by  the  Government,  this  official  acceptance  of 
responsibility  for  the  physical  welfare  of  the  nation  gave  added 
confidence  and  inspiration  to  all  those  interested  in  Physical 
Training,  and  a stimulus  to  further  effort,  and  the  encouragement 
to  provide  fuller  opportunities. 

Such  a national  interest  and  impetus  was  bound  to  have 
its  effect  upon  the  work  in  the  schools,  where  the  foundations  of 
right  health  habits,  and  interest  in  physical  activities  and  fitness 
must  be  laid.  Perhaps  the  most  noticeable  development  was  a 
wider  acceptance  of  the  value  and  necessity  of  Physical  Training 
as  a major  part  of  the  child  s education,  and  not  as  one  subject 
in  a crowded  curriculum  ; (though  as  mentioned  in  last  year’s 
report,  this  acceptance  was,  in  most  cases,  already  well-developed) 

Though  good-will  and  enthusiasm  can  accomplish  much, 
many  of  the  Government’s  suggestions  will  not  be  possible  in 
these  areas  without  greater  material  assistance.  Owing  to  the 
decline  in  the  school  population,  the  possibility  of  new  school 


buildings,  adequately  equipped  with  gymnasia  and  playing-fields, 
or  even  the  re-construction  of  existing  buildings,  and  the  pro- 
vision of  school  swimming-baths,  is  very  remote.  Due  to  the 
same  cause  and  the  consequent  restriction  of  new  teaching 
appointments,  the  number  of  young  teachers  (who  would-normally 
be  the  ones  to  take  up  the  newer  schemes  and  more  advanced 
work),  is  exceedingly  small.  In  spite  of  these  discouragements, 
however,  and  the  depressed  industrial  position  of  this  area, 
enthusiasm  remains  high,  and  sympathetic  consideration  of  every 
problem  affecting  the  well-being  of  the  school-children  is  given  by 
the  Education  Committee  and  Head  Teachers. 

The  provision  to  the  schools,  during  the  year  of  a supply 
of  gym.  shoes,  sufficient  to  equip  all  boys  and  girls  of  eleven  years 
and  over,  has  been  one  big  step  forward  towards  a higher  standard 
of  work  and  keener  interest. 

Accommodation  and  Apparatus. 

As  mentioned  in  last  year’s  report,  efforts  have  been  made 
to  effect  a clearance  of  unwanted  desks,  (where  decrease  in  school 
population  allowed)  to  clear  a hall  previously  occupied  or  to 
provide  an  empty  class  room  for  indoor  work,  and  some  progress 
in  this  direction  has  been  attained.  Though  a large  airy  hall 
should  be  an  essential  in  every  school  yet,  under  existing  conditions 
even  an  em  pty  class-room  is  better  than  nothing.  The  usual  supply 
of  equipment  was  made  to  schools,  many  schools  also  receiving 
Jumping-stands  and  large  mats  for  agility  work.  A small  amount 
of  portable  apparatus  was  supplied  to  each  Central  school  and  it 
is  hoped  to  supplement  this  next  year.  In  two  of  these  schools, 
the  teacher  in  charge  of  Physical  Training  was  appointed  to  the 
school  definitely  for  this  purpose  (a  trained  certificated  teacher 
with  special  aptitude  for  the  work  being  selected).  Some  attempt 
is  therefore  being  made  to  put  the  Physical  Training  in  these 
schools  on  the  same  level  as  other  subjects  as  regards  specialist 


(lu.) 

teachers.  In  the  case  of  the  two  other  schools,  the  work  is  shared 

by  teachers  who  are  also  responsible  for  the  teaching  of  other 
subjects. 

Swimming. 

Children  from  all  schools  in  the  town  area,  Cwmaman, 
wmbach,  Capcoch,  Aberaman  and  Aman  again  attended  at 
either  the  Aberaman  bath  or  the  Park,  for  instruction  in  the 
summer  term.  Nineteen  groups  (of  approx.  24  children)  attended 
and  84  girls  were  awarded  proficiency  certificates.  The  ultimate 
aim  in  swimming  instruction  is  a scheme  which  shall  provide 
elementary  instruction  for  every  child,  physically  fit,  at  a given 
age  (11—12),  with  the  opportunity  later  for  more  advanced 
training.  During  the  past  few  years  developments  in  this  dire- 
ction have  been  made  almost  annually.  It  is  planned  for  1938  to 
include  Hirwaun  and  Llwydcoed  Schools.  This  will  increase  the 
number  of  groups  to  21,  making  a total  of  girls’  groups  in  the 
three  areas  (Aberdare,  Mountain  Ash  and  Pontypridd)  of  54. 
Supervision  of  all  this  swimming,  at  five  different  baths,  occupies 
most  of  the  summer  term.  It  would  seem  that  the  question  of 
the  appointment  of  special  instructors, — especially  for  any 
advanced  instruction— might  shortly  need  to  be  considered. 

Though  bath  conditions  have  been  .so  much  improved  and 
extended  within  recent  years,  yet  climate  conditions  and  the 
coldness  of  the  water  still  remain  deterrent  factors  affecting  the 
rate  of  progress.  As  mentioned  in  an  earlier  report,  an  indoor 
bath,  providing  for  a longer  and  more  regular  season,  would  make 
for  more  widespread  results. 

Playing  Fields. 

There  has  been  little  improvement  in  the  position  as  regards 
facilities  for  organised  games.  Though  open  spaces  are  not  scarce, 
yet,  as  pointed  out  in  an  earlier  report,  these  are  all  open  to  the 
public,  and,  with  the  exception  of  the  park,  without  official 


supervision.  With  no  groundsman  to  safeguard  the  children’s 
interests,  no  facilities  for  marking,  storage  or  erection  of  goal- 
posts, therefore,  these  grounds  are  not  satisfactory. 

Field-Days. 

A massed  Demonstration  was  held  in  June,  over  1,400  children 
taking  part.  Items  representing  all  grades  of  Physical  Training' 
in  the  schools,  as  well  as  massed  activities,  were  included  from 
Infants’  work  to  Central  school  gymnastics).  Both  as  a means  of 
stimulating  outside  interest  and  as  a stimulus  to  the  work  in  the 
schools,  this  demonstration  was  very  successful.  On  the 
financial  side,  from  the  proceeds  it  was  possible  to  make  a grant  to 
each  school  department  for  the  purchase  of  extra  equipment. 
Teachers  and  children  are  to  be  commended  for  the  splendid  efforts 
put  forth  and  the  standard  of  work  shewn.  The  joy  of  the 
children  in  field  activities  and  in  the  freedom  of  a field  is  sufficient 
evidence  of  the  great  need  of  fields  for  the  schools. 

Recreative  Physical  Training. 

A course  designed  to  train  as  “Keep-Fit”  leaders,  teachers 
(and  others)  from  Aberdare  and  Mountain  Ash,  was  formed  in  the 
Autumn  term  and  held  in  the  Mountain  Ash  County  School  (new 
gymnasium).  This  class  was  so  poorly  attended  that  it  had  to  be 
discontinued  after  five  weeks.  The  weather  was  particularly 
bad  at  the  tim.e,  and,  while  the  use  of  such  a fine  gymnasium 
should  have  proved  an  inducement,  yet  access  to  it  was  not  easy 
on  dark,  stormy  nights.  The  response,  nevertheless,  was  dis- 
appointing, though,  as  pointed  out  earlier  in  this  report,  the 
number  of  young  teachers  (who,  would  naturally,  be  the  ones  to 
take  on  this  work),  is  very  small  in  this  area.

ILLEGITIMATE  BIRTHS  AND  DEATHS. 

There  were  13  illegitimate  births,  and  1 death  occurred 
among  these  children,  the  illegitimate  infantile  mortality  rate 
being  76.9  as  compared  with  72.6  for  legitimate  infants. 

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

The  seven  principal  zymotic  diseases — small  pox,  measles, 
scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  fever  (typhus,  simple, 
continued  and  enteric),  and  diarrhoea — caused  6 deaths,  giving 
a zymotic  rate  of  .13  per  1,000. 

The  number  is  constituted  as  follows  : — measles  nil,  diph- 
theria 4,  whooping  cough  1,  diarrhoea  1,  scarlet  fever  nil. 

During  the  year  1936,  14  deaths  were  due  to  these  diseases, 
the  number  being  made  up  as  follows:  measles — nil,  diphtheria — 5, 
scarlet  fever — 1,  whooping  cough — 8,  diarrhoea — nil.

During  the  year  fifty-seven  cases  of  diphtheria,  and  ninety 

two  of  scarlatina  were  removed  to  the  above  hospital,  and  of  these, 
one  case  of  diphtheria  died.

One  general  practitioner  employs  two  nurses  in  connection  with 
his  practice. 

No  home  nursing  of  any  kind  is  done  by  nurses  in  the  service 
of  the  Council. 


AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

An  agreement  exists  between  the  St.  John’s  Ambulance 
Association,  the  Committee  of  the  General  Hospital,  the  Urban 
District  Council  and  the  Powell  Duffryn  Associated  Collieries, 
Ltd.,  by  which  all  the  ambulance  work  in  the  district  (with  the 
exception  of  infectious  diseases)  is  done  by  the  motor  ambulances 
of  the  Association.  In  February,  1937,  this  was  renewed  for  five 
years. 


THE  GENERAL  HOSPITAL. 

The  maintenance  of  this  hospital  is  entirely  dependent  on 
public  subscriptions.  It  has  accommodation  for  86  patients. 

CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

The  Council  has  a house  at  the  corner  of  Gloucester  Street 
and  Seymour  Street  which  is  used  for  maternity,  child  welfare, 
orthopaedic,  and  birth  control  work. 
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The  Education  Committee  has  a clinic  at  42  High  Street, 
for  the  treatment  of  minor  ailments,  and  at  the  same  address 
a dental  clinic  and  an  eye  clinic. 

The  nearest  centre  for  the  treatment  of  Venereal  disease 
is  at  Pontypridd. 

The  Welsh  National  Memorial  Association  has  a dispensary 
m High  Street  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  tuberculosis.

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WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  of  the  district  is  derived  from  upland 
sources.  Llwydcoed,  Abernant,  Cwmbach,  Abercwmboi,  Roberts- 
town  and  parts  of  Trecynon  and  Aberaman  are  supplied  from 
two  reservoirs,  the  Nanthir  and  Nantymoel,  situated  about  four 
miles  to  the  north  of  the  town  of  Aberdare. 

The  reservoirs  have  a total  capacity  of  133,000,000  gallons, 
drain  a gathering  ground  of  1,075  acres,  and  are  the  property  of 
the  Council.  On  account  of  the  lead  dissolving  powers  of  the 
water  from  these  reservoirs,  chalk  is  added. 

The  Town,  Gadlys,  Blaengwawr  and  part  of  Aberaman, 
are  supplied  by  the  Graig  Reservoir,  which  has  a capacity  of 
7,000,000  gallons,  and  derives  water  from  a gathering  ground 
of  about  500  acres  in  area.  This  reservoir  is  close  to  the  recreation 
grounds  known  as  Dumfries  Park. 

Pwllfa  reservoir  is  a brick  storage  tank,  with  a capacity 
of  150,000  gallons,  the  water  being  mechanically  filtered  by 
means  of  a Reeve’s  patent  filter.  This  is  situated  at  a place 
known  as  Ffyrnant,  and  supplies  the  Llanwonno  Road  district. 
The  remainder  of  Cwmaman  is  supplied  from  a reservoir  in  the 

Aman  Fach  Valley,  which  derives  its  supply  from  the  Aman 
Fach  brook  and  from  two  springs.  Mechanical  pressure  filters 

have  been  installed,  and  the  reservoir  is  constructed  of  re-inforced 
concrete,  the  capacity  being  about  65,000  gallons. 

Hirwaun  and  Cwmdare  are  supplied  from  the  reservoirs 
of  the  Taff  Fechan  Water  Board.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Cwmdare  sewage,  which  is  treated 
by  running  it  over  land  at  a distance  from  dwelling  houses, 
all  is  piped  down  the  Cynon  valley  and  is  treated  on  a sewage 
farm  at  Abercynon.  The  farm  has  an  area  of  350  acres,  and  the 
sewage  is  treated  by  broad  irrigation. 

Broad  irrigation  according  to  a dehnition  given  by  the  Royal 
Commission  on  Metropolitan  Sewage  Discharge  means  “the 
distribution  of  sewage  over  a large  surface  of  agricultural  ground, 
having  in  view  a maximum  growth  of  vegetation  (consistently 
with  due  purification)  for  the  amount  of  sewage  supplied.” 

The  number  of  houses  in  the  district  is  11,214  and  of  these 
10,  905  are  connected  with  a sewer.  The  houses  which  are  not 
connected  are  not  within  the  statutory  distance. 

P'or  work  done  in  connection  with  drains,  the  reader  is 
referred  for  particulars  to  the  summary  of  work  at  the  end  of 
this  report. 


CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  only  earth-closets  in  the  district  are  those  in  connection 
with  houses  not  within  the  prescribed  statutory  distance  from 
a sewer,  and  these  are  a few  farms  and  cottages  in  the  outlying 
portions  of  the  area.  During  the  year  174  handflushed  water 
closets  were  converted  into  rim-flushed  closets. 

SCAVENGING. 

Dry  house  refuse  is  collected  by  the  Council  by  means  of 
carts  and  motor  lorries,  and  is  deposited  on  tips.  No  refuse 
from  earth-closets  or  cess-pools  is  collected. 

SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA. 

For  a classified  statement  of  our  activities  under  this  heading, 
the  reader  is  referred  to  the  summary  of  work  done  by  the  sanitary 
inspectors  at  the  end  of  this  report. 


SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 


There  are  three  registered  slaughterhouses  in  the  district, 
and  eight  hundred  and  forty-three  visits  were  paid  to  these 
jiremises  during  the  year.  The  following  repairs  and  improve- 
ments were  carried  out  at  the  Abercwmboi  slaughterhouse : 
the  defective  portion  of  the  yard  was  taken  up  and  re-laid,  and 
the  drain  inspection  chamber  was  repaired  and  a new  cover 
provided.  The  roof,  doors  and  walls  of  the  slaughterhouse, 
piggery  and  cowhouse  were' repaired.  A rainwater  down-spout 
was  removed  from  inside  the  piggery  cooling  room,  fixed  on  the 
external  wall  and  made  to  discharge  into  a new  gully  that  was 
provided.

Fifteen  notices  were  served  with  regard  to  cleansing 
and  limewashing,  two  with  regard  to  drainage  and  one  requesting 
the  removal  of  refuse,  which  were  all  complied  with. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

There  are  thirty-two  factories  and  hfty-two  workshops  on 
the  register.  During  the  year  one  thousand  and  ninety-one 
visits  were  paid  to  factories  and  four  hundred  and  forty-six  to 
workshops.  Twenty  notices  were  served  on  the  occupiers  of 
factories  with  regard  to  cleansing  and  limewashing,  and  three 
notices  requesting  limewashing  were  served  on  the  occupiers  of 
workshops,  and  all  were  complied  with.

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DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

There  are  eighty-three  dairies,  cowsheds  and  milkshops  on 
the  register,  and  of  this  number  fifty-nine  are  producer-retailers 
and  twenty-four  retailers  only.  Six  hundred  and  eleven  visits 
were  paid  to  these  premises  during  the  year.  Five  notices  were 
served  requesting  the  removal  of  accumulations  of  manure  and 
limewashing,  and  all  were  complied  with. 

At  Park  Pit  Farm  and  Tir  Mawr  Farm  the  walls  and  feeding 
troughs  were  repaired,  the  floors  relaid  and  the  drainage  improved. 

A new  dairy  was  erected  at  Tir  Mawr  Farm. 


MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATIONS)  ORDER  1936. 

The  following  licenses  were  issued  by  the  Urban  District 
Council  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936— One 
license  authorising  the  production  of  pasteurised  milk,  one 
authorising  the  vendor  to  bottle  such  milk,  six  dealers’  licenses 
and  one  supplementary  license  authorising  the  holder  to  retail 
pasteurised  milk  within  the  district. 

Two  licenses  were  issued  by  the  Glamorgan  County  Council, 
one  for  the  production  of  milk  from  a tuberculin  tested  herd  and 
one  from  an  accredited  herd. 

Forty  samples  of  milk  were  taken  and  sent  to  the  Cardiff 
and  County  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination.  Of 
these,  six  were  from  a tuberculin  tested  herd  and  seven  from  an 
accredited  herd,  and  the  bacteriologist  reported  that  these 
samples  were  satisfactory  and  free  from  any  tubercle  bacilli. 

The  remaining  twenty-seven  samples  were  pasteurised.  Of 
these,  seven  were  produced  locally,  six  at  Merthyr,  seven  at 
Cardiff,  and  seven  at  Llanharan. 
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The  result  of  the  examination  shows  that  fifteen  were  sati- 
sfactory, ten  were  under  pasteurised  and  three  had  a high  bacterial 
count. 

The  attention  of  the  parties  concerned  was  drawn  to  the 
unsatisfactory  results.

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HOUSE  REPAIRS. 

During  the  year  the  repairs  indicated  were  carried  out  by 
the  respective  owners  of  the  undermentioned  houses  as  a result 
of  our  activities  : — 

No.  16  Bridge  Street,  Robertstown — The  roof  was  repaired, 
and  new  eavesgutters  and  down-pipes  were  provided.  The 
following  were  repaired  : the  floors,  fireplaces,  staircase  treads 

and  the  back  door.  The  internal  wall  surfaces  and  ceilings  were 
re-plastered  where  necessary,  and  the  gable  end  wall  was  re- 
pointed externally.  The  closet  building  was  repaired,  and 
hand  flushing  was  converted  to  rim  flushing  by  the  fixing  of  a 
cistern. 

No.  5,  Tanyard,  Aberaman — The  front  door,  two  windows 
and  the  closet  flushing  tank  were  renewed,  and  the  remaining 
windows,  fire-places,  floors,  house  roof,  eavesgutters,  staircase 
treads,  back  door,  closet  roof  and  walls  were  repaired.  The 
internal  wall  surfaces  were  re-plastered  where  necessary,  and  the 
back-yard  was  paved. 

No.  21  Dumfries  Street,  Aberdare — The  ventilation  and 
lighting  were  improved  by  fixing  additional  windows  for  the 
bedrooms,  and  the  back  area  pavement  was  repaired. 

No.  22  Dumfries  Street,  Aberdare — Additional  windows  were 
provided  for  the  bedrooms,  thus  improving  the  light  and  ventila- 
tion. The  chimney  was  repaired  and  re-pointed,  and  a flushing 
tank  was  fixed  in  the  closet. 

No.  23  Dumfries  Street,  Aberdare— New  beading,  sash  cords 
and  fasteners  were  provided  for  the  existing  windows,  and  addi- 
tional windows  were  fixed  in  the  rear  wall  of  the  bedrooms.  The 
rear  house  wall  was  re-pointed,  a new  grate  was  provided  for  the 
small  front  room  and  a new  oven  for  the  large  front  room.  The 
back  area  received  attention,  and  a new  pedestal  pan  and  flushing 
tank  were  provided  for  the  water  closet. 


No.  18  Alma  Street,  Trecynon — The  roof,  chimney  and 
gable-end  were  repaired,  and  the  back  area  pavement  was  re-laid 
in  cement  concrete. 

No.  19  Alma  Street,  Trecynon — The  roof  and  chimneys  were 
repaired,  and  the  eavesgutters  and  gable-end  boards  were  renewed. 
The  gable-end  wall  was  cemented,  and  the  front  and  back 
area  were  relaid  in  concrete.  Three  bedroom  windows  and  the 
window  of  the  front  room  on  the  ground  floor  were  renewed,  and 
the  kitchen  window  was  repaired.  The  roofs  of  the  scullery  and 
water  closet  were  repaired  and  the  latter  was  provided  with  a new 
pan  and  seat. 

No.  3 Church  Row,  Trecynon — The  gable-end  wall  and  the 
rear  wall  were  cemented,  the  internal  wall  surfaces  were  re- 
plastered where  necessary,  and  the  roof  was  repaired,  new  eaves- 
gutters being  fixed  where  necessary.  The  windows  of  the  front 
bedrooms  and  that  of  the  kitchen  were  renewed,  and  an  additional 
window  was  fixed  in  the  rear  wall  of  one  of  the  bedrooms  in  order 
that  the  lighting  and  ventilation  should  be  improved.  The 
pantry  window  and  the  door  of  the  water-closet  were  renewed, 
the  floor  of  the  closet  was  repaired,  and  a flushing  tank  provided. 

No.  11  Club  Street,  Aberaman — The  following  were  renewed  : 
eavesgutters,  front  door,  back  door,  windows  of  large  front  room 
on  ground  floor,  large  bedroom  window,  bedroom  ceilings  (these 
were  raised  in  order  that  the  head  room  might  be  increased),  and 
the  pantry  window.  The  roof,  kitchen  door,  and  the  window  of 
small  room  on  ground  floor  were  repaired.  The  front  wall  of  the 
house  was  re-pointed,  and  defective  plaster  inside  the  house  was 
removed  and  replaced  by  new.

gable-end  boards,  back  door,  kitchen  door,  kitchen  window, 
window  sashes  of  front  room  and  front  bedroom,  stair  treads,  and 
the  seat,  pan  and  flushing  tank  of  the  water  closet.  Considerable 
portions  of  internal  wall  surfaces  were  repaired.  The  roofs  of 
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the  house  and  water-closet  were  thoroughly  repaired,  and  attention  j 
was  given  to  the  defective  walls  and  floor  of  the  water-closet  and  ; 
certain  defects  of  the  house  wall  at  the  gable-end. 

No.  2 Bond  Street,  Aberdare— The  following  were  repaired  ; 
roof,  chimney,  defective  window  arch,  back  area  paving,  and  the 
walls,  roof  and  door  of  the  water  closet.  The  kitchen  fire-place, 
oven,  eavesgutters,  back  door,  two  bedroom  windows  at  the  front 
and  one  at  the  rear  and  the  seat  of  the  water  closet  were  renewed. 
The  plaster  of  the  internal  wall  surfaces  was  attended  to,  and  a 
dangerous  portion  of  the  rear  wall  of  the  house  was  renewed 
and  replaced  by  new  masonry.

No.  61  Monk  Street,  Aberdare — Dampness  was  eliminated 
by  repairing  the  house  roof,  and  by  cementing  the  whole  of  the 
house  wall  at  the  rear.  Defective  floorboards  were  renewed,  and 
defective  wall  and  ceiling  plaster  was  made  good  where  necessary. 
The  garden  boundary  wall  was  repaired,  and  the  door  was  renewed. 

No.  109  Brook  Street,  Aberaman— The  kitchen  fireplace  and 
floor  were  repaired,  and  the  defective  staircase  treads  were 
renewed.  Window  cords  and  fasteners  and  the  plaster  of  internal 
surfaces  received  attention  where  necessary,  the  water  closet  was 
re-roofed,  and  had  its  door,  pan  and  seat  renewed. 

No.  4 Unity  Street,  Aberdare— The  roof,  chimney,  and 
dangerous  party  wall  were  repaired. 

No.  5 Unity  Street,  Aberdare— The  parlour  grate  was  re- 
newed and  the  fireplace  repaired.  A new  back  door  was  fixed 
and  the  passage  floor  re-laid.  The  roof,  chimney,  eaves-gutters 
and  down-pipes  were  repaired.  The  closet  roof  and  seat  were> 
renewed,  the  walls  repaired  and  the  floor  was  re-laid.  The  waters, 
service  was  connected  to  the  closet,  which  was  provided  with  a^ 
new  flushing  tank.  The  outside  walls  were  repaired,  and  a new| ; 
front  gate  was  fixed.  | 
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No.  6 Unity  Street,  Aberdare— The  back  kitchen  floor  was 
taken  up  and  relaid  in  concrete.  A new  oven  was  provided,  and 
the  fire-place  repaired.  The  bedroom  floor  was  repaired,  the 
stair  treads  renewed,  and  the  internal  wall  surfaces  re-plastered 
where  necessary.  The  back  door,  windows,  roof,  chimney,  and 
eaves-gutters  were  repaired,  and  a new  window  sill  fixed.  An 
extra  gulley  was  provided  and  the  back  area  re-laid.  In  order 
to  remedy  dampness,  the  soil  was  cleared  from  the  front  wall, 
and  the  down-pipe  extended. 

No.  7 Unity  Street,  Aberdare— The  back  kitchen  door  was 
re-fixed,  and  the  internal  wall  surfaces  were  re-plastered.  The 
parlour  wainscot  was  partly  renewed  and  the  floor  repaired.  The 
dampness  was  eliminated  by  removing  the  soil  abutting  on  the 
back  wall,  substituting  cement  concrete,  and  draining  the  area. 
The  back  and  gable-end  walls  and  the  chimney  were  cemented, 
and  the  roof  received  attention.  New  weather  boards  were  fixed 
along  the  gable-end  wall,  and  the  front  eaves-gutters  and  down- 
pipes  were  partly  renewed.

No.  15  Unity  Street,  Aberdare — The  basement  kitchen  floor 
was  re-laid.  New  fire-grates  were  fixed  in  the  parlour,  kitchen, 
and  basement  room,  and  the  fire-places  were  repaired.  The 
gable-end  wall  was  cemented,  and  the  internal  wall  surfaces  and 
ceilings  were  re-plastered  in  all  rooms  where  necessary. 

No.  3a  Canal  Terrace,  Cwmbach — The  ovens  were  renewed 
in  both  kitchens,  and  the  fire-places  were  repaired.  The  back 
door  was  repaired,  and  the  internal  wall  surfaces  were  re-plastered. 
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The  front  eaves-gutters  and  down-pipes  were  renewed,  and  the 
eaves-gutters  at  the  back  were  repaired.  A ventilation  pipe  was 
extended,  and  the  roof  repaired.  The  closet  drains  were  opened 
and  re-laid,  and  a new  flushing  tank  was  provided. 

No.  81  Tramway,  Hirwaun— The  windows,  front  door,  roof, 
walls,  and  front  eaves-gutters  were  repaired,  and  the  eaves- 
gutters  and  down-pipes  were  renewed  at  the  rear.  The  chimney 
was  cemented  and  thoroughly  cleared  of  obstruction.  The  back 
area  was  re-paved. 

No.  41  Brecon  Road,  Hirwaun — Dampness  was  dealt  with 
by  cementing  the  gable-end  wall,  chimney,  and  the  walls  of  the 
pantry  and  scullery.  The  decayed  parlour  floor  was  taken  up 
and  a new  floor  was  provided.  The  parlour  and  kitchen  doors 
were  renewed,  and  the  internal  wall  surfaces  in  the  kitchen  were 
re-plastered.  A new  oven  was  provided  and  the  fire-place 
repaired.  New  windows  and  a back  door  were  fixed.  The  house 
roof  was  repaired,  and  new  eaves-gutters  and  down-pipes  were 
provided.

The  front  and  back  areas  were  re-laid 
in  cement  concrete.  New  waste  water-pipes  were  provided  and 
the  drains  opened  and  cleared.  A defective  ventilation  pipe 
was  renewed  and  extended. 

No.  71  Mill  Street,  Trecynon — The  soil  abutting  on  the  side 
wall  of  the  back  kitchen  was  removed,  the  area  was  paved  with 
flag-stones,  and  a retaining  wall  was  built.  The  roof  and  eaves- 
gutters  were  repaired  and  a portion  of  the  back  wall  re-cemented 
The  windows  were  repaired  and  new  fire-grates  were  fixed  in  the 
bedroom  and  kitchen.  The  closet  was  connected  with  the  water 
service  pipes  and  provided  with  a new  flushing  tank. 
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No.  27  Church  Row,  Trecynon — A new  grate  was  provided 
for  the  kitchen  and  the  fire-place  was  repaired.  The  pantry 
roof  was  repaired  and  the  floor  re-laid.  The  passage  wall  was 
re-plastered  where  necessary.  A dangerous  chimney  was  attended 
to,  and  the  front  eaves-gutters  were  renewed. 

No.  28  Church  Row,  Trecynon — The  chimney,  eavesgutters, 
down-pipes,  and  pantry  roof  were  repaired. 

No.  3 Bethel  Place,  Hirwaun^ — Decayed  stair  treads  and 
bedroom  floor  boards  were  renewed.  The  windows,  front  door, 
and  kitchen  floor  were  repaired.  The  back  area  pavement  was 
taken  up,  and  cement  concrete  substituted. 

No.  3a  Bethel  Place,  Hirwaun — The  kitchen  and  attic 
windows  were  renewed,  and  the  parlour  and  bedroom  windows 
were  thoroughly  repaired.  A new  oven  was  provided,  and  the 
fire-place  repaired.  The  roof,  chimney,  eaves-gutters,  and  down- 
pipes  were  given  attention,  and  the  back  area  was  re-laid  in 
cement  concrete. 

Duffryn  Dare  Cottage,  Cwmdare — The  following  were  re- 
paired ; roof,  chimney,  walls,  floors,  fire-place,  and  mantelpiece. 
The  eaves-gutters,  down-pipes,  and  front  door  frame  were 
renewed.  Accommodation  was  provided  for  the  storage  of  food. 
A new  bedroom  window  was  fixed,  and  the  other  windows  were 
provided  with  sash  cords. 

No.  33  Corner  House  Street,  Llwydcoed— Repairs  were  done 
to  the  roof  and  chimney.  New  eaves-gutters,  down-pipes,  and 
bannisters  were  provided.  The  perished  wall  plaster  in  the 
kitchen  was  removed,  and  cement  was  substituted.  The  soil 
abutting  on  the  gable  end  wall  was  removed,  and  the  wall  was 
cemented. 

No.  34  Corner  House  Street,  Llwydcoed-The  front  door  frame 
and  oven  were  renewed.  Repairs  were  done  to  the  following: 
bedroom  and  kitchen  floors,  walls,  doors,  windows,  ceilings,  fire- 


place,  roof,  eaves-gutters,  down-pipes,  chimney  and  coal  house. 

No.  35  Corner  House  Street,  Llwydcoed — The  parlour  and 
bedroom  windows  were  repaired  and  provided  with  sash  cords  and 
fasteners.  A new  kitchen  fire-grate  was  fixed,  and  the  fire-place 
was  repaired.  The  bedroom  floor  was  re-laid  with  new  boards. 
The  arch  wall  above  the  kitchen  window  was  repaired  and  re- 
plastered.

Nos.  1 and  2 Cross  Row,  Cwmbach — The  internal  wall  surfaces 
were  re-plastered  where  necessary,  and  the  closet  pans  were 
renewed. 

No.  3 Cross  Row,  Cwmbach — The  passage  and  bedroom 
floors  were  re-laid  with  new  boards  and  dilapidated  partition  walls 
re-built.

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gutters  received  attention,  and  the  back  walls  were  pointed  with 
cement. 

No.  28  Brecon  Road,  Hirwaun— The  kitchen  floor  was  re-laid 
in  cement  concrete.  A new  oven  was  fixed,  and  the  fire-place 
was  repaired.  The  internal  wall  surfaces  of  the  bedrooms  were 
re-plastered,  and  the  roof  was  repaired. 

No.  77,  Tramway,  Hirwaun — The  roof  and  eaves-gutters 
were  repaired,  and  a dilapidated  chimney  was  rebuilt. 


Nos.  7 and  8 David  Street,  Cwmdare — New  eaves-gutters 
and  down-pipes  were  fixed,  and  the  drains  cleared  and  re-laid. 

No.  1 Pit  Head  Cottages — The  roof  and  chimney  were  re- 
paired, and  the  kitchen  ceiling  was  re-plastered  where  necessary. 

Nos.  7,  8,  9 and  10  Pit  Head  Cottages — The  roofs  received 
attention,  and  the  eaves-gutters  and  down-pipes  were  renewed  at 
the  front. 

Nos.  5,  6,  7,  8,  9,  10,  11  and  12  High  Street,  Hirwaun — New 
eaves-gutters  and  down-pipes  were  provided  at  the  front,  and 
the  roofs  were  repaired. 

No.  18  Monk  Street,  Aberdare — The  front  windows  were 
renewed,  and  the  fire-place  was  repaired.  The  house  roof  was 
repaired,  and  new  eaves-gutters  were  fixed  at  the  front.  The 
closet  roof  and  walls  were  repaired,  and  a flushing  tank  was  added. 

No.  19  Monk  Street,  Aberdare — The  house  roof  was  repaired, 
and  new  eaves-gutters  and  down-pipes  were  fixed  at  the  front.

No.  3 Stable  Houses,  Cwmbach — Dampness  was  dealt  with 
by  renewing  the  back  kitchen  roof  and  re-building  the  chimney. 
The  dilapidated  kitchen  ceiling  was  re-plastered. 

Nos.  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  9 and  10  Powell’s  Row,  Cwmbach — 
The  roofs  and  internal  wall  surfaces  were  repaired,  and  the  drains 
were  cleared. 

No.  2 John  Street,  Aberdare — The  following  were  renewed  ; 
front  and  back  doors,  kitchen  oven,  window  cords  and  fasteners, 
and  closet  pan.  The  roof,  eaves-gutters,  down-pipes,  floor  and 
fire-place  were  repaired.  The  internal  wall  surfaces  and  ceilings 
in  bedrooms  were  re-plastered  where  necessary.  The  back  area 
pavement  was  replaced  by  cement  concrete,  and  the  drains  were 
cleared. 

No.  1 Ty  Newydd,  Llwydcoed — Repairs  were  done  to  the 
following  : — kitchen  fire-place,  roof,  eaves-gutters,  down-pipes, 
closet  roof,  walls  and  floor.  New  drains  were  laid  at  the  back, 
a slop-water  gully  was  provided,  and  the  back  area  was  laid  in 
cement  concrete. 
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No.  2 Ty  Newydd,  Llwydcoed — The  walls  were  repaired,  and 
the  arches  above  the  door  and  windows  rebuilt.  The  front 
windows  were  renewed,  and  the  fire-place  was  repaired.

The  following 
were  repaired:  floors,  fireplaces,  staircase  treads,  back  door  frame, 
and  pantry  roof  and  walls.  The  internal  wall  surfaces  and 
ceilings  were  re-plastered  where  necessary.  The  kitchen  oven, 
parlour  grate,  pantry  window  and  window  cords  were  renewed. 
The  dilapidated  back  area  pavement  was  taken  up  and  replaced 
by  cement  concrete.

The  space  left  after  the  removal 
of  the  earth  was  laid  in  cement  concrete,  and  retaining  walls  were 
built.  The  internal  wall  surfaces  were  re -plastered  where  nece- 
ssary. The  fire-places,  floors,  staircase  treads,  and  back  door 
were  repaired,  and  a new  closet  was  provided. 

No.  9 Price  Street,  Aberdare -The  following  were  repaired  ; 

house  roof,  fire-places,  floors,  back  door  and  mantel-piece.  The 
internal  wall  surfaces  and  ceilings  were  re-plastered  where  nece- 
ssary. The  kitchen  oven,  grate,  eaves-gutters  and  down-pipes 
were  renewed.  The  pantry  was  rendered  dry  by  the  substitution 
of  the  soil  abutting  on  the  rear  wall  by  cement  concrete.  The 
back  area  was  repaved  and  a retaining  wall  built,  and  the  closet 
building  was  repaired.

The  kitchen  oven 
and  grate,  closet  door  and  flush  tank  were  renewed,  and  the  floors, 
fire-places,  staircase  treads  and  the  back  door  were  repaired.

The 
internal  wall  surfaces  and  ceihngs  were  re-plastered  where  nece- 
ssary. The  following  were  repaired  : fireplaces,  floors,  staircase 
treads  and  parlour  door.  The  kitchen  oven,  grate,  mantelpiece, 
and  back  door  were  renewed,  and  a wash-up  was  fixed  in  the 
scullery.  The  dilapidated  back  area  pavement  was  taken  up  and 
replaced  by  cement  concrete.  The  closet  building  was  repaired 
and  provided  with  a flushing  appliance. 


No.  42  Harriet  Street,  Trecynon — The  chimney  and  roof 
were  repaired,  and  the  front  and  rear  walls  were  cemented.  The 
following  were  repaired  : fireplaces,  floors,  staircase  treads,  and 
back  door.  The  internal  wall  surfaces  and  ceilings  were  re- 
plastered where  necessary.  The  kitchen  oven,  and  parlour  grate 
were  renewed,  and  a wash-up  was  fixed  in  the  scullery.  The 
dilapidated  back  area  pavement  was  taken  up  and  replaced  by 
cement  concrete.  The  closet  building  was  repaired  and  provided 
with  a flushing  appliance. 

No.  18  Dumfries  Street,  Aberdare— The  following  were 
renewed  : front  windows,  door,  eaves-gutters,  down-pipes,  kitchen 
oven,  grate,  mantelpiece  and  pantry  window.  The  internal  wall 
surfaces  and  ceilings  were  re-plastered  where  necessary,  and  the 
external  wall  surface  was  re-pointed  at  the  rear.

The  internal  wall  surfaces  and  ceilings  were 
re  plastered  where  necessary.  New  eavesgutters  were  fixed,  and 
the  closet  building  was  repaired. 

No.  39  Dumfries  Street,  Aberdare — The  roof  was  repaired  and 
new  eaves-gutters  and  down-pipes  were  provided.  The  damp  and 
dilapidated  wall  plaster  was  replaced  by  new.  The  kitchen  oven, 
grate,  back  door,  and  staircase  treads  were  renewed.  The 
lighting  and  ventilation  of  the  bedrooms  were  improved  by  the 
provision  of  windows  in  the  rear  walls.  A new  closet  was  provided.

The  kitchen  oven  and  mantelpiece 
were  renewed,  and  the  closet  building  was  repaired  and  provided 
with  a flushing  appliance. 

Nos.  9 and  10  Cross  Street,  Aberdare — New  skylights  were 
fixed  in  the  bedrooms  in  order  to  improve  the  lighting  and  venti 
lation,  and  the  ceilings  were  repaired.  The  front  doors,  roofs, 
and  chimneys  were  repaired,  and  new  eaves-gutters  and  down- 
pipes  were  fixed  at  the  back.  The  closet  building  was  repaired, 
and  a new  pan  and  flush  tank  were  provided.

No  34  Aman  Street,  Cwmaman — The  roof  was  repaired, 
and  new  eaves-gutters  and  down-pipes  were  fixed  at  the  front  and 
rear.  The  fireplaces,  floors,  back  door,  pantry  roof,  and  door 
were  repaired.  The  internal  wall  surfaces  and  ceihngs  were 
re-plastered  where  necessary.  The  windows,  kitchen  oven, 
parlour  grate  and  staircase  treads  were  renewed.  The  back  area 
was  repaved,  the  closet  building  was  repaired,  and  a new  door  was 
fixed. 

No.  1 Gwawr  Street,  Aberaman — Dampness  was  dealt  with 
by  repairing  the  roof,  renewing  the  eaves-gutters,  and  re-pointing 
the  gable-end  wall.  The  kitchen,  parlour,  and  back  kitchen 
floors  were  taken  up  and  relaid.  The  internal  wall  surfaces  and 
ceilings  were  re-plastered  where  necessary.  The  following  were 
renewed  ; back  kitchen  oven,  mantelpiece,  four  new  windows, 
kitchen  skirting  and  parlour  grate.  The  fireplaces,  bedroom 
floorboards,  staircase  treads  and  pantry  roof  were  repaired. 

No.  45  Regent  Street,  Aberaman — The  eaves-gutters  in 
front  were  renewed,  the  gable-end  wall  was  cemented,  and  the 
roof  was  repaired.  The  damp  and  decayed  plaster  on  the  internal 
wall  surfaces  and  ceilings  was  removed,  and  these  surfaces  were 
re-plastered.  The  fireplace  was  repaired  and  a new  oven  was 
fixed.  The  dilapidated  closet  building  was  taken  down  and  re- 
erected, and  a pedestal  pan  and  flushing  appliance  were  provided. 

No.  17  Club  Street,  Aberaman — The  following  were  repaired  : 
house  roof,  kitchen  and  parlour  floors,  fireplaces,  windows,  back 
door,  staircase  treads  and  closet  door.  The  internal  wall  surfaces 
and  ceilings  were  re-plastered  where  necessary.  The  parlour 
grate,  kitchen  oven  and  the  closet  tank  were  renewed.  The 
lighting  and  ventilation  of  the  bedrooms  were  improved  by 
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providing  two  additional  windows.  The  dilapidated  back  area 
pavement  was  taken  up  and  replaced  by  cement  concrete. 

No.  18  Club  Street,  Aberaman — The  house  roof  was  repaired, 
and  new  eaves-gutters  and  down-pipes  were  fixed.  The  kitchen 
fireplace  and  floor,  bedroom  floorboards,  and  the  closet  roof  and 
walls  were  repaired.  The  internal  wall  surfaces  and  ceilings  were 
re-plastered  where  necessary.  The  bedrooms  were  properly 
lighted  and  ventilated  by  the  provision  of  additional  windows 
The  dilapidated  back  area  pavement  was  taken  up  and  replaced 
by  cement  concrete. 

No  1 Railway  Row,  Cwmaman — Dampness  was  eliminated  by 
repairing  the  roof  and  chimney,  pointing  the  walls,  and  renewing 
the  eaves-gutters  and  down-pipes.  The  internal  wall  surfaces  and 

ceilings  were  re-plasterd  where  necessary.  A new  front  door  and 
two  new  windows  were  fixed  in  front.  The  kitchen  and  parlour 

floors  were  repaved.  The  kitchen  oven,  grate  and  mantelpiece 
were  renewed.  The  dilapidated  closet  building  was  taken  down, 
and  a new  one  was  built,  provided  with  a pedestal  pan  and  flush 
tank. 

No.  la  Railway  Row,  Cwmaman — The  house  roof  was 
repaired,  and  new  eaves-gutters  and  down-pipes  were  fixed  at  the 
front  and  rear.  The  following  were  repaired  : fireplaces,  floors, 
back  door  and  frame,  windows  and  chimney.  The  internal  wall 
surfaces  and  ceilings  were  re-plastered  where  necessary.  Damp- 
ness was  dealt  with  by  the  removal  of  the  soil  abutting  on  the  rear 
wall,  and  the  space  produced  by  the  removal  of  the  earth  was 
laid  in  cement  concrete.  The  back  kitchen  window,  and  oven 
were  renewed.  A new  closet  and  a retaining  wall  were  built. 

No.  7 Railway  Row,  Cwmaman — Dampness  was  eliminated 
by  repairing  the  roof,  renewing  the  eaves-gutters,  and  removing 
the  soil  abutting  on  the  rear  wall.  The  space  produced  by  the 
removal  of  the  earth  was  laid  in  cement  concrete,  and  a retaining 
wall  was  built.  The  internal  wall  surfaces  were  re-plastered,  and 
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a new  asbestos  ceiling  fixed  in  the  small  bedroom.  The  following 
were  repaired : fireplaces,  floors,  doors,  windows,  skirtings  and 
chimney.  The  dilapidated  back  area  pavement  was  taken  up,  and 
the  area  was  relaid  in  cement  concrete.  The  closet  building  was 
repaired  and  provided  with  a flushing  appliance. 

No.  8 Railway  Row,  Cwmaman — The  following  were  repaired  : 
fire-places,  floors,  skirting  boards,  house  roof,  back  door  and  frame, 
pantry  roof  and  closet  roof.  The  lighting  and  ventilation  of  the 
bedrooms  were  improved  by  providing  two  additional  windows. 
The  internal  wall  surfaces  and  ceilings  were  re-plastered  where 
necessary.  The  kitchen  oven,  grate,  and  closet  tank  were  re- 
newed. The  dilapidated  back  area  pavement  was  taken  up  and 
replaced  by  cement  concrete. 

8a  Railway  Row,  Cwmaman — The  roof  was  repaired,  and 
new  eaves-gutters  and  down-pipes  were  fixed.  The  internal  wall 
surfaces  and  ceilings  were  re-plastered  where  necessary.

No.  15  Thomas  Street,  Robertstown — The  following  were 
repaired  ; house  roof,  fireplaces,  floors,  staircase  treads,  front 
door  frame  and  windows.  The  internal  wall  surfaces  and  ceilings 
were  re-plastered  where  necessary,  and  the  wall  was  re-pointed  at 
the  rear.-  The  eaves-gutters,  front  bedroom  window,  and  the 
closet  pan,  seat  and  flush  tank  were  renewed.  The  dilapidated 
back  area  pavement  was  taken  up  and  replaced  by  cement  concrete 

No.  16  Thomas  Street,  Robertstown — Dampness  was  dealt 
with  by  repairing  the  roof,  renewing  the  eavesgutters  and  re- 
pomting  the  walls.

No.  6 Mason  Street,  Aberaman — Dampness  was  dealt  with  by 
repairing  the  roof,  renewing  the  chimney,  eaves-gutters  and  down- 
pipe,  and  re-pointing  the  walls.  The  internal  wall  surfaces  and 
ceilings  were  re-plastered  where  necessary.  The  following  were 
renewed  : oven,  grate,  mantelpiece,  pantry  window,  front  door, 
bedroom  door,  and  front  windows.  The  lighting  and  ventilation 
of  the  bedrooms  were  improved  by  providing  two  additional 
windows.

No.  9 Mason  Street,  Aberaman — Dampness  was  eliminated 
by  repairing  the  roof,  renewing  the  chimney,  eaves-gutters  and 
down-pipes,  and  re-pointing  the  wall  at  the  rear.  The  fireplaces, 
floors,  staircase  treads,  and  back  door  were  repaired.  The 
internal  wall  surfaces  and  ceilings  were  re-plasterd  where  necessary. 
The  lighting  and  ventilation  of  the  bedrooms  were  improved  by 
providing  two  additional  windows.  The  oven,  grate,  parlour  and 
kitchen  windows  were  renewed.

The  rear  windows  of  both  kitchen 
and  bedroom  were  renewed,  and  the  dilapidated  floor  of  the 
small  back  room  on  ground  floor  was  taken  up,  and  cement  con- 
crete substituted.  The  back  area  was  relaid  in  cement  concrete, 
and  the  garden  retaining  wall  and  steps  were  repaired.  The 
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house  roof  was  repaired  and  the  w.c.  roof,  door  and  seat  were 
renewed. 

No.  74  Regent  Street,  Aberaman — The  wall  at  the  rear  was 
cemented.  The  back  bedroom  window  was  renewed,  and  window 
cords  and  fasteners  were  fixed  on  all  windows  where  necessary. 
The  house  roof  and  eaves-gutters  were  repaired.  The  back  area 
paving  and  garden  steps  were  repaired.  The  w.c.  roof,  and  door 
were  renewed.  A coal  shed  situated  on  the  back  area  was  found 
to  be  interfering  with  the  lighting  of  the  kitchen  and  was  removed. 

No.  1 Oak  Street,  Aberdare — Dampness  was  eliminated  by 
repairing  the  roof,  cementing  the  gable-end  wall  and  re-pointing 
the  front  and  rear  walls.  The  internal  wall  surfaces  were  re- 
plastered where  necessary.  The  following  were  repaired  : the 
floors,  fireplaces,  back  door,  pantry  roof  and  closet  building. 

No.  2 Oak  Street,  Aberdare — The  house  roof  was  repaired, 
and  new  eaves-gutters  and  down-pipes  were  fixed.  The  internal 
wall  surfaces  and  ceilings  were  re-plastered  where  necessary,  and 
the  walls  were  re-pointed  at  the  front  and  rear.  The  fireplaces, 
floors,  back  door,  and  windows  were  repaired,  and  the  dilapidated 
back  area  pavement  was  taken  up  and  relaid  in  cement  concrete.

No.  85  Regent  Street,  Aberaman — The  roof  was  repaired,  and 
eaves-gutters  and  a down-pipe  were  provided  at  the  rear  of  the 
premises.  The  following  were  renewed  : kitchen  oven,  mantel- 
piece, staircase  treads,  and  the  door,  seat,  and  flush  tank  of  the 
closet.  The  internal  wall  surfaces  and  ceilings  were  re-plastered 
where  necessary.  The  kitchen  floor,  pantry  floor,  fireplace,  and 
the  roof  and  walls  of  the  closet  were  repaired.

Doors  were  re-hung,  and  the 
back  area  paving  and  the  garden  retaining  wall  and  steps  were 
repaired.  A flushing  tank  was  fixed  in  the  w.c. 

ERADICATION  OF  THE  BED  BUG. 

Sixty-two  householders  were  supplied  with  quantities  of  a 
proprietary  insecticide,  which  is  also  claimed  to  be  an  ovicide, 
during  the  year.  Sprays  were  lent,  and  fuU  oral  instructions  were 
given.  These  measures,  it  seems,  were  attended  with  a consi- 
derable measure  of  success.

TYPHOID  FEVER. 

No  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  last  year. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

During  the  year  49  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  21 
of  tuberculosis  of  other  regions  were  notified. 

These  cases  were  visited  and  suitable  literature  left  at  the  ^ 
homes.  The  sanitary  inspectors  took  action  with  regard  to  • 
rendering  these  houses  satisfactory  from  a sanitary  point  of  view. > 
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All  children  who  were  found  upon  eximination  to  be  either 
suffering  from  tuberculosis,  or  from  symptoms  which  predispose 
to  the  disease,  were  sent  to  the  Physician  of  the  Welsh  National 
Memorial  Association. 

There  were  29  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and  7 
from  tuberculosis  of  other  regions,  and  in  all  these  cases  the 
houses  and  clothing  were  thoroughly  disinfected,  this  action 
having  also  been  taken  in  all  cases  where  patients  were  removed 
to  a sanatorium. 

The  particulars  of  the  cases  of  persons  who  died  from  the 
disease  and  had  not  been  notified  are  as  follows  : —

The  health  visitors  paid  1,445  visits  to  patients  suffering 
from  tuberculosis. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  212  males  and  153  females 
on  the  register,  and  of  these  229  were  found  to  be  in  good  health, 
74  in  fair  health,  26  in  the  same  condition  as  they  were  in  when 
notified,  and  36  were  in  sanatoria. 

It  was  found  that  95  males  were  working  regularly,  31 
unemployed  but  fit  for  work,  and  43  were  unable  to  work. 
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PUBLIC  HEALTH  (PREVENTION  OF  TUBERCULOSIS) 

REGULATIONS,  1925. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1925,  SECTION  62. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  proceed  under  article  3 of 
the  above-mentioned  regulations  or  under  section  62  of  the  Act 

PNEUMONIA. 

Seventy-six  cases  of  the  above  disease  were  notified,  and  the 
death-rate  per  1,000  population  was  .57. 

All  these  cases  were  visited,  and  suitable  literature  supplied 
to  those  in  attendance  on  the  patient. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

PUERPERAL  PYREXIA. 

Puerperal  pyrexia  is  defined  as  any  febrile  condition  other  than 
a condition  which  is  required  to  be  notified  as  puerperfd  fever 
occurring  in  a woman  within  21  days  after  child-birth  or  mis- 
carriage in  which  a temperature  of  100.4  degrees  Fahranheit  or 
more  has  been  sustained  during  a period  of  24  hours  or  has  re- 
curred during  that  period.  To  define  what  is  meant  by  puerperal 
fever  is  a difficult  matter,  and  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians 
gave  it  as  its  opinion  that  the  term  should  not  be  used.  However, 
broadly  speaking,  it  means  a puerperal  period  attended  by  a 
higher  temperature  than  that  of  the  disease  until  lately  notified 
as  puerperal  pyrexia,  and  with  a much  worse  prognosis. 

On  and  after  October  1st,  1937,  cases  of  puerperal  fever  had 
to  be  notified  as  puerperal  pyrexia. 

One  case  of  puerperal  fever  occurred  in  the  district,  the 
condition  being  due  to  a septic  abortion.  The  woman  died  at  the 
General  Hospital,  and  an  inquest  was  held,  but  no  signs  of  trau- 
matism were  found. 


Three  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  were  notified,  and  all 
recovered. 

The  notification  rates  per  1,000  births  (live  and  still)  were 
as  follows  : England  and  Wales — 13.93,  Great  Towns — 17.59, 
Smaller  Towns — 11.52.  Aberdare  had  a notification  rate  of  6.2 
(puerperal  fever  and  puerperal  pyrexia). 

DYSENTERY. 

Nineteen  cases  of  the  above  disease  occurred  in  the  practice 
of  one  medical  practitioner  at  Cwmaman.  I saw  several  of  the 
patients  and  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  attacks  were  very 
mild  and  of  short  duration.  In  several  instances  no  blood  was 
present  in  the  excreta,  and  the  amount  of  mucus  was  small. 
Investigations  were  made,  but  it  was  found  impossible  to  trace 
the  infection  to  the  water  supply  or  to  any  particular  food  stuffs. 
Some  evidence  was  found  at  the  laboratory  of  the  presence  of  the 
bacillus  of  Sonne. 

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

Two  cases  were  notified,  and  the  two  recovered  with  un- 
impaired sight. 


ENCEPHALITIS  LETHARGICA. 

No  case  of  this  disease  was  notified  during  the  year. 

NON-NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 

Measles. 

There  were  no  deaths  registered  as  having  been  due  to  the 
above  disease. 

The  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  .02,  for  the  great 
towns — .03,  for  the  smaller  towns — .02,  for  London — .01,  and 
for  Aberdare — nil. 
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Influenza. 

Thirty-two  deaths  were  caused  by  the  above  disease.  The 
death-rate  per  1,000  population  was  .73  as  compared  with  .45 
for  England  and  Wales,  .39  for  the  great  towns,  .42  for  the  smaller 
towns,  and  .38  for  London. 

Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis. 

Only  one  death  was  attributed  to  this  cause. 

The  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  per  1,000  births  was 
5.8  for  the  great  towns,  7.9  for  the  smaller  towns,  3.2  for  London, 
12.0,  and  for  Aberdare  1.5.

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VIOLENT  DEATHS. 


The  following  are  the  particulars  of  violent  deaths  registered 
during  the  year  : — 


Sixteen  throat  swabs  were  examined  for  the  presence  of  the 
diphtheria  bacillus,  and  four  were  found  to  be  positive  and  twelve 
negative. 

A sample  of  sputum  gave  a negative  result. 

Six  specimens  were  examined  for  dysentery,  and  two  were 
found  to  be  positive  and  four  negative. 

SCHEME  FOR  THE  ANTE-NATAL  SUPERVISION  OF 
PREGNANT  WOMEN. 

Two  hundred  and  nineteen  cases  of  pregnancy  were  supervised 
by  the  midwives  during  the  year,  all  of  which  attended  the  Ante- 
Natal  Clinic  for  advice. 

In  accordance  with  the  scheme,  which  has  been  in  operation 
for  seventeen  years,  a midwife  is  paid  7/6  for  each  case  of  pregnancy 
under  her  care.

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MIDWIVES  ACT,  1936. 

Last  year  by  an  order  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  the  Aberdare 
Council  was  appointed  an  Authority  under  the  above  Act.  At  the 
February  meeting  of  the  Health  Committee  the  necessary  arrange- 
ments for  the  administration  of  the  Act  were  considered.  One  of 
the  chief  matters  under  consideration  was  the  number  of  midwives 
which  would  be  necessary.  The  draft  scheme  of  the  County 
Council,  drawn  out  before  the  decision  of  the  Ministry  to  confer 
on  the  Aberdare  Council  powers,  under  the  Act,  estimated  that 
10  midwives  would  be  necessary,  who  would  be  distributed  over

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MATERNAL  DEATHS. 

Last  year  the  Registrar-General  attributed  two  deaths  to 
puerperal  sepsis  and  other  puerperal  causes. 

The  death-rate  per  1,000  live  births  was  3.3,  as  compared 
with  3.23  for  England  and  Wales,  whilst  the  death-rate  per  1,000 
births,  live  and  still,  was  3.0,  as  compared  with  3.11  for  England 
and  Wales. 

The  death-rate  per  1,000  live  births  from  puerperal  sepsis 
was  1.6,  as  compared  with  .97  for  England  and  Wales,  whilst  the 
death-rates  per  1,000  live  births  from  other  puerperal  causes  was 
1.6,  as  compared  with  2.26  for  England  and  Wales.

ORTHOPAEDIC  TREATMENT. 

Treatment  is  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  Berry  Haycraft, 
of  the  Prince  of  Wales’  Hospital,  Cardiff,  who  visits  Aberdare 
when  required  to  examine  children  found  at  the  Infant  Welfare 
Centre  suffering  from  crippling  defects. 

Children  in  need  of  operative  treatment  are  sent  to  the  Prince 
of  Wales’  Hospital,  whilst  for  the  others  suitable  surgical  appliances 
are  prescribed. 

Mr.  Haycraft  examined  33  new  cases,  and  re-examined  18 
old  ones. 

One  case  of  severe  talipes  varus  and  one  case  of  infantile 
hemiplegia  of  left  arm  and  leg  were  treated  at  the  Prince  of  Wales’ 
Hospital,  Cardiff. 

In  addition,  six  cases  attended  the  Prince  of  Wales’  Hospital 
as  out-patient  cases.
